To the Editor of The Tridune. 
Cmreaed, Aug. 25.—In the Chicago Time of 
Samduy, Aug. 19, is an article on “ By-Gone

If the 
Turks had put up the fortifications which 
the Russians at once began to build, the 
former might have held the pass without the 
cost of a single life, or the effort of a single 
blow. It is probable that, if their defense- 
less condition on the Roumelian side had 
not been a matter of common notoriety, 
they would never have been attacked. 


The dispatches this morning report the 
destruction of two spans of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad bridge at Omaha. There are 
different theories of the accideht. The 
bridge tender, who went down with the 
wreck, is convinced that the bridge was 
struck by lightning, but practical electricians 
assert that this is impossible. The best ex- 
planation, although it is scarcely more than 
an hypothesis, attributes the destruction of 
the bridge to a whirlwind, which swept down 
the river and lifted the spans off the 
piers. The bridge was completed March 25, 
1872, at a total cost of about $2,000,000. 
The damage is estimated at $300,000, but 
will probably be less, inasmuch as the piers 
are standing, and the superstructure Gan be 
restored at far less than the original cost. 


Ot course the principal loss will arise from 


delays in transportation and the necessity of 
breaking bulk; but this loss will be meas- 
ured by the energy and zeal of the railroad 


officers, who ought to see that the repairs 
are made in the shortest possible time. 


A correspondent of the London Times 
with the Montenegrin army before Niksich 
traces a very strong resemblance between the 
Montenegrins and Homzr’s heroes who be- 
sieged Troy. He says the chiefs are mostly 
men who have distinguished themselves by 
personal prowess. Their strategy is “about 
the same, and the fighting corresponds as 
nearly as change in arms permits. It con- 
sists,” says the correspondent, ‘of a series 
of single combats with a running accom- 
paniment of general fighting against the 
other half of the field, every man who kills 
an enemy stopping to strip him of his arms 
and valuables, and the whole affair enlivened 
by dialogues of objurgation and mutual in- 
sult, especially when the enemy is the Her- 
zegovinian Turk, who is reminded by Stepan 
or Gun that he killed the Turk’s father or 
brother, and he too is invited to come and 
share the same fate.” In. their feats of 
horse-stealing, their games, and songs they 
also strongly remind him of the companions 
of Unysses. The difference between the 
siege of Troy and that of Niksich seems to

at the Johns Hopkins University, last Jan- 
uary, by W. K. Brooxs,in which the quali- 
ties of instinct and intelligence are treated 
from the standpoint of natural selection. 
The lecture is too long to be printed entire, 
but some of the facts which it contains are 
too curious and important to be confined 
strictly to magazine readers; therefore a 
short summary of them may not prove unin- 
teresting Sunday reading. 

The lecturer seeks to show that, if “‘ ani- 
mals of a given species are born with a con- 
stitutional tendency og instinct to perform a 
this tendency may be improved and .perfect- 
ed by natural selection, provided favorable 
variations appear and be inherited”; and, 
also. that if instinct varies in the different 
individuals of a species, the struggle for ex- 
istence will result in the destruction of those 
in which it is imperfectly or abnormally de- 
veloped, and the presérvation of those which 
exhibit any advantageous variation.” Out of 
the wildness of birds with regard to man, a 
very ingenious argument is woven to show, 


first, that this wildness is a particular 
Instinct directed against man, and not the re- 


sult of caution produced by other sources of 
danger; and, second, that it is not acquired 
by individual birds in a short time, but be- 
comes hereditary in the course of successive 
generations. The old doctrine that instinct 
differs from intelligence, inasmuch as it is an 
infallible guide and perfect in its results, is 
not only exploded by the fact that it is capa- 
ble of improvement, but also by the more 
curious fact that it often fails as a guide. 
As illustrations of this, migratory birds 
often arrive too early and die for want of 
food. Insects which usually lay eggs upon 
or near food, so that their young may have 


| subsistence, often make a mistake. Flies, 


instead of laying their eggs upon putrid 
meat, have been known to lay them upon 
vegetation which has a similar odor, and 
their young have perished as soon as hatch- 
ed. The trap-door spider, which usually 
builds its curious nest where there is vegeta- 
tion which is a necessity to it, have made 
the of building in the sand, and 
met the fate of the foolish man who did not 
found his house upon the rock. In view of 
these and numerous other instances which 
are cited, Mr. Brooxs concludes that in- 
stinct is not a fixed, immutable, perfect law 
and guide, but an impegfect, improvable, 
gradually-acquired method of adjusting ac- 
tions to the surrounding conditions, and, 
therefore, subject to slow perfection through 
the survival of the fittest variations.” 

From the investigation of variations in in- 
stinct, Mr. Brooxs passes to the considera- 
tion of the question whether animals pos- 
sess other mental powers than the instinct- 
ive, or ‘whether they exhibit any faculty 
which may properly be called intelligence. 
Upon this point, he asserts that animals in a 
state of nature are capable of decided im- 
provement. Old birds cannot be caught 
with chaff. The inferior beaver houses are 
invariably built by young and inexperienced 
beavers. Young cats always make a failure 
in bringing up their first litters in an exem. 
plary manner, and the best and most com. 
plicated nests are made by those birds whose 
young remain longest in the nest. Dogs 
dream, and under peculiar hardships or mis- 
fortunes go crazy. ‘‘ Dr. Kans tells us that 
one of the Newfoundland dogs which spent 
two Arctic winters with him was so 
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vitality, and if natural selection furnishes an ex- 
planation of the mannerin which the adjustment 
has deen brought about, have we not, fm the law of 
natural selection, an expianation of the origin of 
life? 

Whatever our readers may think of the 


law of natural selection, there are but few 
who are not interested in the matter of in- 
stinct and intelligence, and who will not re- 
gret that one who could trace so closely the 
harmony of instinct and intelligence with 
the theory of evolution of organisms through 
natural causes did not go even deeper into 
a subject he has studied so curiously, and 
give us his views upon the vexed problem 
of the reasoning powers of animals and their 
possession of mind. 
“LESSONS OF A CENTURY.” 

In Taz Ton of Sunday last some no- 
tice was extended to a little pamphlet with 
the above title, the author of which had 
ventured to predict the downfall of the Re- 
public. He now writes again on the subject, 
and takes the singular ground that the dig- 
nity of his work has been lowered by the 
treatment it received. It would be a serious 
task to lower the dignity of the pamphlet in 
question, and Taz Tumom will not enter 
upon so laborious and doubtful an undertak- 
ing. Merely to preserve the amenities of de- 
bate, however, and to close the discussion in 
a fitting manner, it seems worth the while to 
notice the new points raised by the author. 

He is captivated with the Government of 
Switzerland, “‘ whose successes,” he says, 
„have been singularly ignored by our En- 
glish press.” On the contrary, we believe, 
the indifference of the English press to the 
experience of Switzerland is not “ singular.” 


The conditions which are present in the 


political problem there are not the same 
as those which the statesmen of 
England and the United States are 
required to meet. Switzerland has an 
area of 15,000 square miles and a popu- 
lation of 2,600,000. She makes pretty 
watches and exhibits magnificent scenery ; 
and these are her principal industries. The 
government of so small a territory, occu- 
pied by such a people and for, such purposes, 
is comparatively a simple affair. It does not 
follow that the system which is adapted to a 
State of 15,000 square miles will be 
efficacious in a State which embraces 
3,600,000 square miles, or that 44,000,000 
souls can be put in the same leading-strings 
as two millions and a half. 

The author of ‘ Lessons of a Century” 
clings with a blind and unreasoning affec- 
tion to his plan for the abolition of the 
Presidency. He traces the spoils system to 
its source in the appointing power, and 
makes the office of the Presidency respon- 
sible for the evils of our corrupted Civil 
Service. Here also the attempt is made to 
draw a paraliel between the Government of 
Switzerland and that of the United States. 
We have already shown that the cir- 
cumstances will not admit of reason- 
ing from analogy, inasmuch as the 
analogy in this case does not 
exist. Besides, Switzerland is not with- 
out an executive head. Its Bundesrath an- 
swers as nearly ascan be to our American 
Cabinet, and the President of the Bundes- 
rath is, for the period of one year, the Presi- 
dent of the Republic. It is true that in 
Switzerland the Executive is elected by the 
Legislature, but it is none the less an er- 
ecutive power. It is hedged about with re- 
strictions, because Switzerland ‘is a small 
colony, and might easily be swallowed by a 
big man. The United States do not need 
similar restrictions, because they are too ex- 
tended and too diversified in climate, people, 
interests, and traditions ever to agree upon 
one man for a permanent ruler. So long as 
a countsy has people, and laws, and an es- 
tablished government, it must have an Ex- 
ecutive. Let the Executive be called Presi- 
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Groras WL Custis, in Harper's Monthly 
Magazine, strongly censures the Pam or 
WALEs’ precedence etiquette which he applied to 
his distinguished guest, Gen. Grant, for whom 
he gave a grand dinner, and then made him 
march in at the tail end of-the procession to the 
banquet, behind the very guests who were in- 
vited to meet and do honor to him!

This average increase, however, was very 
unevenly distributed.

In the four States of New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware, and Pennsylvania, there was a total 
population in 1860 of 7,571,201, which had in- 
creased to 8,935,821 in 1870, thus showing an 
average of a little over 15 per cent for 
the decade. 

In the three States of Ohio, Indiana, and 
Michiean, there was an aggregate population in 
1890 of 4,439,062, which had increased in 1870 to 
5,529,956, thus showing an increase of 1,090,000, 


_or about 24 per cent for the decade.

i ILLINOI&, IOWA, AND WIsconstx, 
there was an aggregate vopulation in 1860 of 
8,162,745, which had increased by 1870 to 5,888,- 
581, thus showing a total increase of 1,625,836, 
or nearly 34 per cent for the decade. 

In Minnesota, Nebraska, and Kansas tnere 
was a total population in 1860. of 305,070, which 
had increased by 1870 to 927,111, thus showing 
a gain of 619,041, or a little over 200 per cent. 

In Colorado, New Mexico, and Texas there 


was in 1860 a total population of 782,000, which 


had increased by 1870 to 951,422, a gain of 215,- 
422, or about 30 per cent. 

In Dakota, Wyoming, and Montana Territo- 
ries there was an aggregate population in 1860 
of 4,837, which had increased by 1870 +o 43,694, 
or about 975 per cent.

The Popular Theory Is that ‘It

While Some Persons Contend that the 
Wreck Was Caused by 
Lightning. 


History of the Bridge—Its Original Cost 
Over Two Millions of Dollars. 


Spectal Dispatch to The ene. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 25.—wuring the storm 
this morning, shortly before gaylight, two spans 
on the east end of the Union bridge went 
down with a loud crash, and, when the accident 
became generally reported around the city, be- 
’ tween 7 and 8 o'clock, the people could hardly 
believe it until they had gone and viewed the 
ruin. The span that had rested on the lowa 
approach lay on the embankment on the south 
side like a rail fence that had blown fiat over. 
The other span had fallen in the river and could 
not be seen. The two columns that had sup- 
ported the spans stil! stand firm and uninjured. 
The spans are not connected where they rest on 
the columns, so that if they fall, as they did in 
this case, they can 

BACH GO DOWN SEPARATELY. 

The rails on the bridge are fastened togethér 
very firmly, and when the meide span went it 
took with it the south line of rail without snap- 
ping it, but twisting it downward so that one 
end ds in the water. The north rails were 
twisted into a semi-circle, and were separated at 
the coupling. The easing around one of the 
columns supporting the third span is broken in 
two places, probably by the falling of the tron- 
work against it. 

The storm sprang up about 3 o'clock, wind, 
rain, and hail coming down from the north- 
west in great violence, accompanied by 
terrific thunder and lightning. At about half- 
past 3o’clock the accident occurred. A ma- 
jority of the people seem to be of opinion that 
the cyclone or whirlwind came sweeping down 
along the river, and struck the bridge wita full 
force, lifting the two spans from the columns 
and letting them fall as above described. It is 
a fact that at about this particular time 

THE WIND VERY SUDDENLY CHANGED 
from the northwest to the northeast, thus blow- 
ing in a southwesterly direction, and it was 
very likely this change that created the cyclone. 
The twisted appearance of the ironwork 
of the span that lies on the bank 
supports the theory of a whirlwind, 
or even waterspout. John Arnold says 
he was up at this hour, and saw an immense 
cloud passing down the river lifting up the 
water in vast quantities in its e ourse, and whirl- 
ing it around in a funnel shape. 

Another theory is that the bridge was strack 
by hghtning, but we have interviewed a well- 
posted electrician, and he says that this would 
be 

CONTRARY TO ALL LAWS OF ELECTRICITY. 
The twenty-two columns of fron haviog their 
base in the water, and resting on bed rock, are 
the best conductors of elevtricity in the world. 

The night-watchman, John Peerson, who was 
in his little guard-house at the east end 
of the bridge, went down in his house 
with the span that rested on the Iowa side, and 
had a very narrow escape from losing his life. 
He became penned under the ruin, and received 
u ee Cul tu «ene of béi- Ieee. bila his dog 
had one of his legs entirely cut off. Pierson 

REMAINED A PBISONER 
for half an hour, when he succeeded in freeing 
himeelf from the situation. Although the 
storm was still raging, he immediately secured 
a boat and started from the Nebraska side in 
order to give information of the accident before 
any trains should start over the bridge. He hada 
rough passage over the main channel, but succeed- 
ed in getting across after a hard struggle against 
the wind. He then hurried on foot across the sand- 
bar, and swam across the second channel, and, 
climbing up the high bank, hurried to the train- 
dispatcher’s office at the Union Pacific Depot, 
and informed the dispatcher of what had oc- 
curred. He reached the office only a short time 
before the 5:10 a. m. train was to have crossed 
the bridge. However, had the train started be- 
fore be had got there, no accident would have 
occurred, as trains run very slowly, not faster 
than a brisk walk, across the bridge, and 
A SHARP LOOKOUT 18 KEPT 

by the engineers, so that the chasm would have 
been observed in time to stop the train. 

Pierson holds that the bridge was struck by 
lightning. He says he saw it when it went 
down, and that it was a perfect sheet of flame; 
but it is very likely that he was so confused 
that he really didn’t know what caused the ac- 
cident. It is said, however, that at this partic- 
ular moment there was a 

TERRIFIC STROKE OF LIGHTNING 
and heavy thunder. 

An employe at the Union Pacific Depot was 
up at the time, and confirms Pierson’s state 
ment., and says that he heard a loud crash, but 
had no idea that it was the bridge. 80 it will 
be seen that there is a difference of opinion. 

Telegraphic communication was entirely cut 
off with the East, as all the wires which ran 
along the toy of the bridge were broken for a 
short time. Early this morning communication 
was had with the East by way of Cheyenne, 
Denver, and Kansas City, but when the storm 
struck Kansas City, soon alter the bridge was 
blown down, this cireuit also wascutoff. It 
will be several days before more than very 
limited telegraph service can be obtained by 
way of the Union Pacific bridge.

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CARDINAL MANNING. 
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THE HEAD OF PAPACY IN ENGLAND. 
| London Werid. 

Henry Edward, Cardinal Priest of the Holy 
Roman Church, by the title of St. Andrew and 
St. Gregory on the jan Hill, by the grace of 
God and the favor of the Apostolic See, Arch- 
dis hop of Westminster ’’—such is Ur. Manning’s 
official style—is perhaps the most finished type 
of the nineteeuth century Papal ecc?esiastic the 
world just now possesses, and not the least dis- 
tincuishing of his characteristics is his untver- 
tality. In every state, hue, and circumstance of 
life Cardinal Manning is at home. In bis titular 
‘church at Rome, addressing his clergy in Italian, 
and the crowd of his own countrymen, assem- 
bled to witness his installation in Eu- 
glish; in his procathedral at Kensington, 

to a congregation half composed of 
b who have come as much to see him as 
to bim; at a garden party at Chiswick; at 
Exeter Hall, pleading the cause of total absti- 
nence with all the fervor of an apostle; at the 
Vatican Basilica, swaying the debates and shap- 
ing the decisions of an (Ecumenical Council; 
ata bright Oxford banquet,*ia honor of some 
academic festival, reappearing for a brief hour, 
asif from another world, on the stage of his 
early triumphs and first friendships—wherever 
the work which he has chosen to take in hand 
may be in any way advanced, Cardinal Man- 
ning is to be found, always saying the right 
word and doing the right thing, as by a sort of 
natural gift and instinctive wisdom. 

The position which Dr. Manning actually 
holds is, it must be allowed, a great one. The 
income which it gives him is less than a decent 
benefice in the English Church. The head of 
the Roman Catholics in England, like the Pope 
himseif, is in no small degree indebted to the 
“voluntary principle.” But the greatness of 
his office stands out in more conspicuous relief

He is essentially u 
man of action, little inclined to linger am 
the moldered lodges of the past, or to | 
others to linger there. His untiring energy, his 
indomitable courage, his profoynd ecclesiastical 
statesmanship are amply displayea to men in 
his present position, and are naturally appre- 
ciated more on the Continent of Europe than by 
his own countrymen. There is, perbaps, no 
other member of the Sacred College whose great 
qualities are so r througu- 
out the Catholic world. it in store for him to 
display those qualities in a still more exalted 
station! Are we one day to see him at home at 
the Vatican?

of leaves in the whole MS. to 4 nicety; and 
dra many other conclusions as to the rest 
of the ment (which I have since verified)— 
all with the acuteness of the savan who re- 
constructs a whole fish from one [fossil scale. 
He also collated two leaves of the Gospels with 
White’s (the only edition of the Philoxenian 
Syrtac), and judged text to be better than 
that of White’s; and concluded his communi- 
cation with a request to examine by all means 
whether the codex contained the Apocalypse; 
for, if so, it would be the oldest Syriac MS. 
that contained it. The codex consists at pres- 
ent of 208 leaves (two of them fragments) of tine 
vellum, eleven by seven and one-half inches in 
len and breadth; written, like most Syriac 
MSS., with two columns to à page, thirty-two 
lines in a full column; the column seven and 
one-half inches long by two inches wide. The 
MS. has at some time sadly suffered by lying 
or standing with one end in muddy water, 
by which means the upper portion of near- 
ly every page is more or less ed, and 
generally very difficulé indeed to decipher, 
while the lower portion is plain enough.

Mile. Croizette, the Celebrated 
F rench Actress.

Gladstone at Hawarden Castle--Zeibecs 
in Bulgaria. 


Of all the Paris actresses who now enjoy pub- 
lic favor there is not one who excites more curi- 
osity than Mile. Croizette, or around whose 
name the wall of private life isso carefully 
guarded. Few womcn conceal their movements 
more strictly, few so totally abhor journalism 
and the prying curiosity of their neighbors, yet 
the motto of this gifted socieigive of the Comedie 
Francaise is A outranee, which significs no 
bounds, no restrictions.“ This she applies only 
to her manner of acting, to her impersonations 
ou the stage; here she is 4 different being, en- 
tirely distinct from the quiet, lady-like, and 
highly cultivated girl, fond of retirement, that 
we have seen loitering, book in bana, along the 
sanded walks of our own garden. She is callea 
“Sphinx’’+-a name that has attached to her 
since she appeared in Octave Feuillct’s piece; a 
name, too, that is peculiarly applicable to the 
1 —— 1 * — 

t is hardly fair, nor it casy, to specify the 
exact ave of Croizette. Women — of 
course, that she is 20, but we are assured that 
she was born alter the revolution of 18180 The 
certifiv-ates are at St. Petersburg, Another del- 
icate pomt is to say much about Croizette’s 
father, a uattve of Russia. Suffice it to say that 
she is of noble descent as regards his origin. 
No mention is made of the real“ M. Crai- 
zette, but there isa great deal of information 
respecting Cruizette’s grandfather. He had in 
his time been lessee, proprietor, and regisseur 
of numerous small — — et kind of 
Jack-of-all trades in dramatic world. Like 
Shakspeare, be had written and composed the 
4 he performed in; he was even sometimes 
n his own person both the public and the actor. 
That was when the pieces did not take in Rus- 
gia,—the fault of the climate undoubtedly. 
He had a lovely daughter, and brought 
her up the choregraphic art. - 
lets proved more successful than literary 
labor, and finally Mme. Croizette amassed 
enough money to enable ber te leave the Capi- 
tai of the Czars. She had three daughters, our 
Sphint included, and she brought them, with 
all ber belonglugs, to Versailles. Their edaca- 
tion was commenced on a svatem entirely op- 
posed to that of the ex-ballet dancer. Mme. 
Croizette was a sensible woman, and having 
abandoned the stage was determined that nei- 
ther of her three girls should be exposed to the 
dangers she herself bad gone through. She 
perhaps drew the line rather too close, for the 
young ladies knew no more ot the outer world 
than pensionnaires in a convent. One has be- 
come the wife of the famons artist Carolus 
Duran, the other ofa most honorable man in 
business. Mile. Croizette may not have wanted 
to become a governness, but she was told that 
she had to go up fora diploma at the Hotel de 
Ville, and studied accordingly. She passed her 
examination most sutcessfujly, but when dip- 
lomee she found uo pupils. She applied for a situa- 
tion as morning teacher, but whethcr her delicate 
looks were against her, or whether she appeared 
fitter to learn than to teach, her applications 
were unprofitable. She then consulted her old 
master, and was allowed to try music and draw- 
ing, two accomplisiments which, thrown in with 
her really sound instruction, might render ber 
tuition more desirable. Meanwhile, a broken- 
down act who in her day had known the 
stars of the edie Fran „ became a con- 
stant visitor at Mme. Croizette’s, The girls 
used to call her “the Queen of Holland.“ be- 
cause loved to relate that the King had 
greatly admired her. She was one of those 
talkative tennes who for hours could pyt- 
tle without intermission about the reminiscences 
of their youth and girlhood. Croizette’s 
mother, too, brightened up her own souvenirs 
sometimes, and, between the two, our unsuc- 
cessful governess wondered why sho should not 
come out asap actress. Long beforc the idea was 
4 in plain words by the fallen Queen 
of Holland, she would sit at her glass, repeating 
verses, fancying she could put a soul in 
what she had to say. At length the loquacious 
but observant old woman said to the ex-ballet- 
dancer: “If I were you I should put that girl 
on the stage; she will do, you knöw.“ Mme. 
Croizette opened her eyes, and, seeing her 
daughter would do, called on Bressant and 
asked him for advice.

After listening to 
her plans for her daugher, he said he did not 
approve of them, but a little later, finding his 
advice was not caréd for, and that whether he 
approved or not the young, delicate girl was 
not to be dissuaded, be came forward very 
r and offered to take Ame. Croizette’s 

aughter as a pupil. by heart a 
loug piece, selected from the Femmes 
Savantes,“ and was admitted by Auber to the 
Conservatoire. Here she studied the classics 
for two years, her greatest difficulty being her 
voice, which is even now still weak. Her first 
success at the Conse was her impersona- 
tion of Serwe's Queen Anne. She gained tne 

rize of honor and made her debut at the Theatre 

rancais in a costume designed for ber by her 
brother-in-law, a copy of Queen Anne’s portrait 
at Hampton Court. The Theatre Francais was, 
at the period spoken of, fast losing the favor of 
the public. a ae man was wanted, new 
pieces, new faces; and, although Mlle. Croizette 
always did her best in Racine and Molicre, the 
menu had become distasteful. There was, be- 
sides, in her way Mile. Favart, the Queen of 
those boards, the polar star, and for over two 
long —— the future Sphinz passed through all 
the phases of discouragement, revoit, wounded 
pride, weariness, and hopelessness. 

Poor Croizette’s day was not far off, however. 
The public, satiated with their everlasting Favart 
and the powdered school, determined that 
Moliere’s establishment should gake a fresh 
airing, and a new manager steppedin. He was 
M. Perrin. This appreciative critic knew what 
was in Crotzette; she was just the energetic,” 
daring actress who could introduce aew bi 
in the veins of the old comedie. He took his 
time, watched, tried, and lastiy gave her the 
principal part in a one-act comedy, *“L’Ete de 
la Saint-Martin,“ that after summer which sees 
buds on autumn trees. The house nearly caved 
in with applause. 

After the “Ete de la Saint Martin Mille. 
Croizette became the favorite of the Theatre 
Francais and a socictaire. Her triumphs had 
not reached their climax when she appeared in 
the Sphinx.“ She alone would have ventured 
to exhibit to so delicate and sensitive a public 
as that of the Francais a sensational scene of 
death by poison.

MARRIAGE OF A LADY-MAYORESS. 
New York World. 

A graod and unusual marriage took place in 
St. Paul's Cathedral, London, on the 8th of 
August, when a Scandinavian merchant—Mr. 
Cecil Herbert Thornton Price—was married by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and two Bishops, 
of Ely and London, to the Lady Mayorcss of 
London. It seems that when the Lord Mayor is 


a bachelor ora widower his cidest unmarried | 


sister or daughter is entitled to the rank and 
honors due a Lady Mayoress, which are of a 
sewi-royal character within the city limits. 
Miss Ada White, the late Lady Mayoress, who 
gave up this dignity to become Mrs. Price, is the 
eldest unmarried daughter of the present 
Lord Mayor. Her marriage was notable, 
too, as being the first celebrated within 
the Cathedral of St. Paul's for 119 
years, or since Feb. 7, 1758. Lord Hard- 
wicke’s act of 1753, passed to put an 
end to the scandal of Fleet street marriages, 
closed all marriages in extra-parochial places on 
and after the 25th of March, 1754, and as. St. 
Paul’s never had r or district assigned 
to it, marriages ceased to be celebrated there. 
The ancient marriage register book at St. Pat!’s 
shows, says the London ume, that the public 
kept marryiug in the Cathedral under the ordi- 
nary tnarriage licenses until the very last mo- 
ment, for two ordinary marriages are entered as 
having been solemnized there on the Mad of 
March, 1734, or some eighteen hours before ft 
was closed for all general marriages. ‘Two mar- 
riages, however, occurred in the Cathedral in 
1756 and 1758, but under special licenses from 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, the bride and 
in each case being persons from dis- 
tant counties, but of no s historical note. 
To enable Mr. Price and the Lady Mayoress to be 
married there a special license nad, of couse, to 
be obtained through the = Canter- 
bury’s Faculty Office. The r stalle 
were set apart for the immediate rela- 
tions of the bride and bridegroom and 
tor the Aldermen of London, while the 
dome area was filled with the members of the 
Court of Common Council and their ladies, the 
oficers of the Corporation, and many private 
friends and neighbors. The otber parts of the 
Cathedral were thrown open to the public, and 
were thronged hours before the marriage cere- 
mony began. Outside the trale was stopped 
by order of the Commissioner of Policc, and 
large crowds assembicd to see the bridal party. 
The organ was played by Dr. Stainer, the 
organist of St. Paul's, and a full surpliced choir 
of men and oys took partin the service. The 
two weddinge-cakes weighed each 100 weight. 
The health of the bride and bridegroom was 
seil by the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
he Lord. Mayor's health was N by th 
Bishop of Ely. At 4 o'clock the bride an 
bridegroom left London for Peterborough, en 
route fer Scotland. The state drawing-room 
was appropriated to the display of the bridal 
presents, and so large was the collection that 
the temporary benches which had been erected 
on either side of the large apartment were en- 
tirely filed. The magnificent service of silver, 
weighing 21 ounces, presented by the mem- 
bers of the Corporation, occupied a prominent 
place.

Manv of his companions were squatting round, 
watching the whole froceeding with the utmost 
gravity, and when the performer sat down ho 
one said anything, as if the affair was a matter 
of course. I entered into conversation with 
several of the men, and found them very pleas- 
ant fellows indeed. They all seemed eager to 
mect.the Russians. Their physique ts simply 
splendid, matry of them bolas over six feet, with 
enormously broad chests.
